A Study of Intolerance 

The Ottawa Cititen ii rapidly achieving a 
reputation in joumalUtio clrelea for liberal ^edi- 
torials thai reflect the highest traditions of the 
fourth estate. We have on previous occasions, 
pasted on to the student body their opinions on' 
certain subjects and we feel that a recent edi- 
torial on "The Study of Intolerance" is one 
meriting general considération. 

The editorial pointed out that studies, of the 
development and cure of religious bigotry, bias 
and prejudices ara to ba undnTaken by several 
American universities. The problem will be 
attacked on scientific lines based on the aaaiimp- 
tion that people who succumb to various prcju-^ 
dices are actually méntàlly sick and suffering 
from emotional illnesses, with the solution to be 
aehieved by finding A cure for théAa ailménts. 

Intolerance has been inherent in human 
beings from the time <tb^t man developéd the 
capacity Ut think béyôndITÊe' mere immediate 
satisfaction of his animal wants.- According to 
thé Citizèn's editorial, intolerance is linked with 
. the magical assumptions and practfces . which 
existed in primitive tribes. These beliefs and 
actions wëre of such ^a nature that they alone 
were "right" and all others were, "wrong." 
Despite the fact that most of these éariier myths 
and fantasies were cast aside, this guiding prin- 
ciple was carried into the practice of religion as 
it grew in our Western civilization. 

These intolerances 8hd fàilure to respect the 
rights of our féllow men exist today as strongly 
as ever, despite fVeqQent attempts to assure our- 
sélves that wè are "civilized" beings capable of 
logical processes of thought. Listening to almost 
apy argument will prove this statement, for 
despite the façt that almost all questions cân 
eisily be settled in good tèmper and good tâstè, 
we fiad the pirticipaiit* ^ving vènt to ènààtional 
uttérânces which th^ attéoàpb to cover with an 
air of rationality. 

The task to be undéiiakèn by' the 'Various 
universities is àn enormous one and will' un- 
doubtedly involve a good deal of time before 
any results may be forthcoming. The mental 
iljnèsses which underiie prejudice have increased 
j^our society has beèomé more complex and 
fij^avMing, and should thèse Investigators 
achiéve their aim of finding a remedy for them, 
they undoubtedly would become thé worid's 
"greatest benefactors. ^ 
It is indé^ a sad commentary on our présent 
^ogiety^that man who hàs learned how to dit;irfe 
rîpîaterial'iinto i^ essential unit— the atom— has 
not /ss y^d^een' jible to devise art effective 
with his fellow^ human beings 
'^W!».cf.'*Ve7|cohimoh goals, or of understanding 
why his, brother mail should be allovtd to blow 
hii np^e ia a different fijshion from his own.

RECORD REVIEWS 



Vox Albunn of 
Russian Piano Music 

Among recent recordings by 
Vox is a representative album of 
old" and new Russian Piano Music 
admirably interpreled by Shura 
Cherkassky, young Rusaian-Amerl- 
can pianist. Included in the older 
works is a fiery Tarantella by Glin- 
ka. Given a clean, rhythmic inter- 
pretaUon, it is music in the typical 
Italian style dominating Russian 
music at th^<t|ine. Also finely in- 
terpreted 'with clear, singing line 
'are the melancholy Prelude for the 
left hand alone by Scrlabin and 
Fairy Tale In E minor by Medtner. 
The Fairy Tale has been recorded 

previously by Metder. and Molse- 
vitch. The ^well-known Music .by 

Liadov , is played with enthuilasm 

and colour. Tschaikowsky's Autumn 

Song' completes the list of the more 

or less Romantic works. 

Outstanding performances in the 
modern group include a scintillat- 
ing performance of a' brilliant' Toc- 
cata 'by 'the Armenian -' composer, 
Khatehaturian, and Suggestion. Dia- 
bolique by Prokofieff, In both of 
which, the planistic ditticuIUes are 
handled with superlative ease. Like 
the Falty Tale, this laUer piece has 
also been recorded by it's composer 
and by Moisevitch. Shostakovitzi 
scraps for piano-^two Preludes In C 
sharp and D^major. — are'.^t 
off with a rather affected flourish! 
Finally there is Rebtkov's unpre- 
tentious and rather pale "Christ- 
mas Tree." 

The recording is generally excel- 
lent, but, there are! moments when 
the tone in the upper register be- 
comes brittle, and 'the low register 
Is not altogether free from a rather 
nebulous quality. But to those In- 
terested in the development of Rus- 
sian piano music from Glinka to 
Shostakovitch, and also In some 
extremely fine piano playing, this 
excellent alubimi la.highly recom- 
mended. 

"POPS" 

COUNT BASEE 
Open the door, Richard! 

This is the Count's first waxing 
for the "Victor label, and a very 
good choice for his debut Mn that 
company. This is what mlpht be 
termed a novelty number, ajt all of 
it is vocal, by Harry Edltlii, hot 
singing, but a monologue. 'TArough 
the whole length of the 'recofd, the 
Count, on piano, with the.jhythm 
section provides a good Jumj^'back-^ 
ground, which, however is not too 
loud to influence the quality of 
Harry Edison's comical story of 
Richard. On the other side there Is 
a blues sung by Ann Moore: "Me 
and the Blues." With good band 
backing the vocal Is reasonably 
well aung, .although It does not 
reach thé 'high standards '-set by 
other female vocalists. (Victor 20-

PHIL HARRIS 
That's what I like about the South 
An original by Phil Harrfs, it ia 
a nmber in much - the same alyle 
as (he famotu "Dark Town Poker 
Club."
